Eagle Guitar and Bass 


+ The Eagle series features a different, though just as distinctive, body design 
than the Mockingbird, 


+The first thing you'll notice about the Eagle is its light welght and! its excellent 
balance and despite its light weight it doesn’t feel flimsy. 


+ Eagle specifications are identical to those of the Mockingbird. These include 
the 24 fret fingerboard that is made practical by the one piece, heelless neck 
through the body construction, 18% nickel frets and an internal truss rod with 
‘access point located under a triangle on the head. 


+ Grover machineheads, Leo Quan Badass bridge, bone nut and Straplok 
‘System are standard on the Eagle, Mockingbird and Bich.

‘Notice the subtle headstock, its attractive Rosewood veneered face and stylish 
‘mother-of-pearl "R® inlay. 


+On Maple bodies the head face is matched by parallel stripes of Rosewood. 
‘On Koa bodies the parallel stripes are Maple. 


+ Standard on Bich, Mockingbird and Eagles are specially wound, specially 
‘wired DiMarzio Pickups. Gultars are equipped with 2 PAF dual sound in the 
thythmineck position and a Super if dual sound at the bridge/lead position. 
The bass is equipped with 2 dual sound P-bass pickups. 


+ Both the Eagle and Mockingbird bass and guitar feature our “standard” 
‘electronic circuit. This includes master volume, preamp, six position variton 
phase switch and individual dual sound switches. The preamp provides 3 
{great boost in output and enhances the highs and lows, thickening the sound 
‘and giving more punch.

In the beginning it was classical instruments of fine Brazilian Rosewood and 
‘beautiful Spruce tops. This led to the development of our renowned Flamenco 
guitars made of Cypress and Spruce. 

{In the 1960's as Folk, Jazz and Rock blossomed, the guitar proved itself to be 
{an intricate part of "the Sound.” Guitarists in ail styles of music began calling 
‘Bernardo Rico. He responded by building 9 variety of special instruments to 
sult each individual need. 

The late 1960's and early 1970's brought musicians the world around 
demanding a high quality stee! string guitar.
